Concerning the Great Dcfigns of thar Monarch : As alfo an AC 
count of the Anſwers of the Embafſadors at FRANKFORT, to 
the French Embaſſador's Propofitions lately made there. 7s 


E having very lately received this following Letter-from Paris, 
dated April 8th. and the News being ſomething extraordina- 
ry, we have without diminiſhing or adding any thing to it, 
given it you, as it was communicated to uy; and as.to the Ve- 

 Tity of it time will ſhortly ſhew 3 but we think it more than 
poſlible, yea, probable, that it is true, or at leaſt, the moſt part of it, and ma 

revive the Hearts of the perſecuted Protefiants of that and other Nations, wit! 
hopes, that upon the like Caufes the like Effeds may follow ; and . that in aho- 
ther Age, if not ſooner, by the Adings of this Monarch againſt the Church 'of 
Rome, that that great and flouriſhing Kingdom'may more purely receive the Go- 
ſTpel, .and that a thorow Reformation may be there made, as it hapned in Erg- 
_ after the Death of our King Herry the 8th. But as to the Letter take it as 
it follows. ERS GO A

T Received yours, &-c. and in return of your many Favors, ſhall. communicate 
freely to yoii the moſt eminent Occurrences I haye met.with. You have 
| heard, | doubt not, of the determinations of the Clergy of France concertiing 
the Regalia, and of the Mavifeſto of the Moſt Chriſtian King, concerning the 
Emperor, and the Princes of Germany :but ſince that, I underſtand there hath 
paſſed in the Cabal, or Cabinet Council of this King, what will ſurprize all the 
Catholicks of Europe, viz. theſe Votes following, Firſt, That His Moſt Chriſtin 
Majeſty is defired with an hundred thouſand Horſe and Foot, -to make this text 
Campaign a Deſcent into Italy. Secondly, - To'reduce . Rowe to his Obedience. 
Thirdly, To declare himſelf Emperor of Rowe. Fourthly, To remove the Pope 
to Avignion in France, the place of their Reſidence formerly for two hundred 
Years. This I have from the beſt hand, and therefore to be credited: If His Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall purſue the Deſigns of theſe Councellors, theſe Concluſt- 
ons will affuredly follow. Firſt, If his Froſt Chriſtiari Majefty ſhall declare him- 
ſelf Emperor of Rox, the Emperor of Germany is but an Uſurper and Intru- 
der upon his Dominions and Rights 3 and then you may gueſs what may be the 
Conſequence. 
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Conſequence. Secondly, The Donation of Conſtantine, the Corceilions of ' 
Pepin and Charlemain wilt be reſcinded and - made ll to his Holineſs, and 
the moſt Chriſtian King may reſume thoſe Dominiors by them formerly granted 
to the Popes 3 and his Holineſs is anſwcrable for the mean Profits fir.cethey have 
been held and enjoyed by the Apoſtolick See. Thirdly, The Nomination or 
Appointment of the Popes, will be by his molt Chriſtian Majeſty (being Empe- 
ror) as formerly they uſed to be by the Emperor of Reme. Fountt.iv, All Gene- 
ral Councils will be called by him, and ro Article or Canon (tho' of Faith) 
(hall therein paſs without his Imper1al Fiat, Fifthly, All matters concerning the 
Church, will be folely in his Majclty to declare 2rd determine, ſo that there 
will be no more need of a Pope, than of a Sun-Dial in the Grave, Sixthly, His 
Holineſs being ſeated Avignior, will in a ſhort time, ii{tcad of Ch: itt's Vicar, (or 
Supream Head of his Church on Earth) beccme a Frcch Curate, And it will 
concern ſome ſeriouſly to conſider, if that his moſt Chriſtian Viaj:ſty may not be 
tempted (he better to diſable all the Clergy of Frarte to give any Oppoſition to 
ſo vaſt Deſigns) to feize upon the Patrimony of the GaJlick Church (which is 
by ſome accounted a fourth part of France) as your Her.ry 8th. did in Exgland. 
I ſhall give you no farther trouble 3 but I muſt tel] you, that in a ſhort time you 


may expeCt the greateſt Changes and Revolutions that have happcned in Eyrope 
for many hundreds of Years. I am

TH High and 1lluſtricus Embaſladors. of the Princes of the Empire met at 
' this preſent Conference, by Order'of his Imperial Majeſty, do declare,that 
after they the ſaid Embaſladors having duly deliberated on the Propoſitions deli 
vered them as aforeſaid, return this Anſwer ; | DT 
"That His Majeſty of France his deſire of conferving the Nimregnen and Munſter 
Peace is very acceptable to the aforeſaid Miniſters, ard that they with nothing 
more; and that they will labor with all their Might the kecping thereof hoping 
and believing, that whatever places have been pollefied: by his Majelty of France 
(fince the Treaty of Nimegaen) ſhall be reſtorcd,to its formcr Eſtate; and that 
due Satisfation be made for Damages ſuſtained by the aforeſaid Occupation ; 
and that all Grievances that have Gen complained of (tither at Ralisbone or 
here) by any Princes, Towns,” or People, ſhall. be redrefied, and for the future 
 forborn 3 and that then any other Points inſerted in the French Propoſitions 
ſhall be farther treated of between the aforeſaid Deputies and the Embaſſador of 
France, with all readineſs, according to the Peace concluded at Niweguen,e>c. and 
ratified by the whole Empire conformable to Juſtice and Equity 25 alfo to the 
Power they have received from their Principlas.
